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Overview 


Edwards fire alarm telephones are rugged communications de- 
vices for emergency use. Enclosed keylocked telephone stations 
comprise three separately ordered components: the handset 
assembly, the frontplate, and the wallbox. Depending on how the 
phones are wired, they are supervised for three or four state op- 
eration. Frontplates are available with either metal or break glass 
insterts.
